Dzunkennels is a ſacrilegious robbing of 
God of his Wozſhip, You know we are com⸗ 
manded to honour the Lozd our God, and to 
ſerve him with all our hearts, and with all our 
might, and with all our ſtrength; but when 
men have over-cram'd themſelves with meat, 
and over-liquozed their filthy Carcaſſes with 
inoꝛdinate dꝛinking; how unfit then are theſe

He dꝛank Wine and pꝛailed 
the Gods of Silver, and Gold, of Mod, and of 
B2aſs,and that very night did the Lo2d cut _ h 
off.
